TORONTO, March 14.—(CP)—

retary Frank Knox warned last 
night, is far from won.”

Allies.” But he reminded his list- 
eners there had been “those mis- 
guided prophets who predicted vic- 
tory by last Christmas ... and im- 
mediately began to turn their 
thoughts to post-war periods.” 
NEED UTMOST EFFORT, 

Now is the time, he said, for the 
peoples of the United Nations to 
put forth “our utmost effort (while) 
we have the Hun on the run,... We 
can do no less than our best... . 
We cannot—we must not let down.”

ing 1943 amounted to $205,315.57 

and have been paid to the city of 

Edmonton under the terms of the 

1937 refinancing plan, according 
to the annual report of the board 
published Friday. 

The assets of the board have 
been reduced by $124,157.34, the 
amount repaid on principal by the 
city in 1943, and which was used to 
cancel city debentures. 

Of the $2,700,000 provided under 
the refinancing plan of 1937 for 


utility extensions and local im- 
provements, the amount spent is 
$2,258,922.65, there being no_ in- 


crease in 1943, Of this $489,099.02 
has been repaid by the city and 
was used in the cancellation of de- 
bentures. 

The total cancellation of city 
debentures during 1943 was $733,- 
754.07, This amount includes $19,- 
973.33 cancelled by special funds. 
The reserve. fund of the board 
now amounts to $2,589,145 and is 
readily available when required, 
the report states. 

The civic pension fund now 
amounts to $801,783.86, after pro- 
viding for all pensions due to Dec. 
31, 1943. 

During the year 38 employees re- 
tired, Since the inception of the 
fund 139 employees have retired 
on pension, and have been paid 
$219,377.40 up to Dec. 31, 1943, There 
were 1,343 employees participating 
in the fund at the end of the ‘year. 

Since the fund's inception 255 
employees have left the service 
and withdrew their contributions to 
the extent of $59,189.13,

GEN. HENRI GIRAUD 


LONDON, April 14.—(BUP)— 
Gen. Henri Honore Giraud has 
been removed formally from his 
post as commander-in-chief of 
French armed forces and placed 
on the “reserve list,” Radio 
France announced in a broadcast 
from Algiers today. 

The Committee of National 
Liberation at Algiers voted to re- 
tire Giraud, effective immediate- 
ly, the broadcast said. 

Giraud went to North Africa to 
assume command of French col- 
onial forces shortly after the 
Anglo-American landing in No- 
vember, 1942 and became co- 
president of the Committee of 
National Liberation with Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle in June, 1943.

Edmonton coal operators will 
hold a meeting Friday afternoon 
to discuss a revised offer from 
the Dominion govermment.in the 
dispute which has caused the 
closing of operations of mines 
here. 

It is understood that the new 
offer extends the period during 
which the 65 cents subsidy will be 
paid from three to 12 months, but 
operators state that even with the 
extension the subsidy will not off- 

set the 10 cents a ton reduction in 
the price of coal ordered effective 
from April 1, nor will it meet the 
absorption by the operators of the 
14 to 18 cents cost-of-living bonus 
given to the miners effective on 
the same date. 

One operator, who has started 
the dismantling of mine machinery, 
is understood to be speeding up his 
operations as he cannot begin to 
pay operating costs if he has to 
meet the increase in the cost-of- 
living bonus, and the 10 cents a ton 
decrease in coal price. 

In the revised offer the operators 
have been given to understand that 
War Time Prices and Trade Board 
officials will not sanction any fur- 
ther increases in the price of coal.

LONDON, April 14.—(CP)—A 
Purported German broadcast, 
heard by some Ontario residents 
last night, saying that Canadian 


troops had landed on the French 
coast south of Calais, was de- 
scribed authoritatively in London 
today as “entirely untrue from 
beginning to end.” 


TORONTO, April 14. — (CP) — 
European invasion rumors started 
by three Ontario reports that a Ger- 
man radio station had broadcast 
about an Allied landing on the 
French coast apparently were run 
down today to a German propa- 
ganda program which described 
how invasion forces MIGHT land 
and mentioned the Dieppe attack 
of 1942. 

The rumors were described au- 
thoritatively by British sources in 
London as “entirely untrue from 
beginning to end.” 


THREE SOURCES 

From three sources —in Toronto, 
London, Ont., and Malton, Ont.— 
the story of the purported invasion 
reached newspaper offices here. 
The gist of the reports was that Al- 
lied troops, including a large body 
of Canadian soldiers, had struck at 
or near Calais, on the French side 
of the English Channel. 

The hours passed with no hint 
of official confirmation and 
strong indications the rumors 
were a false alarm. There was no 
sign of unusual activity in war 
department offices at Ottawa or 
Washington. 

The fact none of the big radio 
stations had heard any invasion 
broadcast and that only Ontario 
listeners had told of hearing the 
emission raised belief the whole 
thing was a hoax. 


GARBLED VERSION 

Then, early today, the British 
Broadcasting Corporation said in a 
broadcast recorded by U.S, govern- 
ment monitors that it had the ans- 
wer. The BBC said: 

The report apparently stemmed 
from a garbled version of a Ger- 
man propaganda broadcast which 
described ways an invasion force 
might strike and mentioned 
Dieppe in which Canadian troops 
formed the main attacking force. 

Officials in Ottawa dismissed the 

rumors lightly when they were first 
asked for comment. Any statement 
on an Allied landing—if it had been 
made—would have to come from 
the United Kingdom, they said. 
They suggested an enemy broad- 
cast reporting a landing at Calais 
might well be a “kite” flown by 
the Germans.

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Diagnostic Clinics 


The Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, minister of 
health, again emphasizes the seriousness of 
the situation in Alberta rural districts caus- 
ed through the wartime shortage of med- 
ical doctors. 

It is perhaps appropriate, then, to re- 
peat the contention of this newspaper that 
the only satisfactory way to combat this 
shortage, in a national way, is by the es- 
tablishment of diagnostic clinics through- 
out the whole country. 


If no moré civilian doctors are avail- 
able at the present time, the only thing to 
do is to spread out the services of doctors 
who are available as widely as possible. 

It is commonly known that diagnosis is 
the most difficult and time-wasting part of 
a doctor’s duties. The establishment of 
diagnostic clinics, therefore, would enable 
the general practitioner to devote all his 
time to curative and preventive work. On 
the other hand, the doctors employed in the 
clinics would be enabled to extend their 
diagnostic skill to the maximum number of 
patients. ; 

This would appear to be one effective 
way of dealing permanently with the short- 
age.

Busy Times 


Hogs moved into Edmonton in such 
numbers that at the middle of the week 
the packing plants had to declare an em- 
bargo on receipts and officials sent out a 
call to farmers to halt deliveries until fur- 
ther notice. The plants at the same time 
were calling on employment officials to find 
them 700 more men and women to cope 
with the rush of business, and the officials 
wondered where and when they could locate 
the required recruits. 

A congestion of hogs and a scarcity of 
labor spell trouble for the packers and also 
for the farmers. But the trouble is in no 
way comparable, in kind or degree, to the 
reverse condition of a surplus labor sup- 
ply or a scarcity of animals for the plants 
to convert into consumer products, A more 
than sufficient supply of hogs is at worst 
only an embarrassment or riches, and when 
jobs outnumber applicants it is because em- 
ployment is plentiful. 

That Edmonton plants need 700 more 
operatives and are swamped with hog 
deliveries is a striking demonstration of 
the foremost place held by stock-raising 
in the farming operations of this part of 
the province, of the importance of these 
industrial establishments to the economic 
life of the city, and of the condition of full 
employment that now prevails in town and 


country.

It Doesn’t Pay 

Nazis are now holding less than 50,000 
square miles of Russian territory—some of 
it in the extreme south and in the north | 
because Red forces have cut off their lines 
of evacuation and they can’t clear out, 

A year ago last fall approximately ten 
times this area was in the Nazis’ grip and 
they were fighting at Stalingrad and in the 
Caucasus to capture more. According to 
Russian figures it has cost Germany ten 
men, killed, wounded or missing, for every 
square mile over which the tide of conquest 
flowed, and has now ebbed, And the cost 
goes on mounting though the territory has 
been lost. 

For generations the militarist caste has 
dangled before the German people the 
dream of a “march to the east” and the 
carving out in Russia of an empire of wheat 
lands and iron deposits—and later oil | 
fields—that would enable them to “swim 
in wealth”. That thieves‘ project has been 
attempted, with such an array of military 
strength as no country had ever seen, and 
it has been utterly shattered, Now retribu- 
tion is sweeping through the satellite 
states toward Germany itself, and to the 
blood price of bootless temporary conquest 
is to be added the blood price of punish- 
ment. 

The crash of the grand scheme of rob- 
bery with violence is fhe more meaningful 
because it was brought about by Russian 
generalship and valor, aided directly by 


nothing more than material aid from the 
other Allies. The Russians have demon- 
strated their ability to take care of them- 
selves, in a way that future generations of 
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Germans will not forget. There is no open 
road to plunder in that direction, but only 
a road to death and disaster. 

Germany had better throw away Mein 
Kampf, burn the whole library of Prussian 
war propaganda, and go back to the teach- 
ings of an older book in which it is written 
“Thou shalt not covet.”

A Fair Decision 


Dr. Frigon, acting general manager of 
the CBC, says that while the Social Credit 
Association does not yet comply with a 
strict interpretation of the regulations a 
way will be found to allow the association 
free time on the CBC’s national network 
along with other political parties. 

The holding of the recent national con- 
vention, adoption of a national platform, 
and election of a national leader, apparently 
put the party nearly enough in line that 
the remaining stipulations can be overlook- 
ed and the party given the broadcasting 
privilege. 

Fair-minded people, whether or not 
they accept Social Credit doctrine, will re- 
cognize this action as just in the circum- 
stances. That the radio committee of the 
House of Commons will interfere with the 
decision is improbable, despite whatever 
breach of the regulations is involved. 

The committee should however review 
the regulations and make amendment if 
necessary to prevent this concession being 
made a basis of claims on the part of mush- 
room organizations and minor cliques 
which are not in fact national in character 
and standing. Radio listeners have a right 
to be protected against the absorption of 
radio time by small or local groups which 
are national parties only in the imagina- 
tions and hopes of their members. 


Moscow estimates that 150,000 German 
and Romanian troops were trapped in the 
Crimea last fall.

New Book Says Canada 
Built to Depend Upon 


Export Trade 
By BRUCE HUTCHISON 
“Throughout this Dominion's his- 
tory, 12 months of exporting on a 


large scale, and at a profit, have 
always been followed by 12 months 
of prosperity, The reverse is equal- 
lyl true.” In these words, Mr. Gil- 
bert Jackson, the distinguished 
Canadian economist, brings down to 
simplest terms the actual facts of 
Canada’s future, stripping them of 
an accumulated debris of theory. 


Putting the thing in a nutshell 
in his new book, Mr. Jackson 
shows that $3 worth of exports 
add just about $5 to our national 
income above the basic minimum 
that we could achieve if we traded 
with one another inside the coun- 
try. And: 

“So long as we retain our pre- 
sent climate (which is really the 
governing factor) and our pre- 
sent agricultural and industrial 
structure, we cannot replace the 
stimulus of income from exports 
by remedies applied internally. 
There is no political magic that 
can do the trick.” 

Canada, as Mr. Jackson shows, 
is built to depend on export trade. 
From its beginning a large part 
of our people and our industry 
equipped themselves solely to en- 
gage in this trade, to produce 
highly-specialized products re- 
quired by the world. It is on the 
prosperity of these people that the 
internal business of Canada de- 
pends. If they are unable to sell 
their specialized products in world 
markets, then they cannot buy 
the products of Canadian indus- 
tries at home. Thus the whole 
national prosperity depends ulti- 
mately on the prosperity of these 
specialized producers. 

Admittedly, the home market 
within Canada has expanded enor- 
mously during the war: 

“But the size of the post-war 
domestic market, for almost all 
of our manufactured goods, will 
in turn depend on those margin- 
al consumers, the specialized pro- 
ducers-of-export. They will need 
a market outside Canada which 
assures them the necessary spend-

Plant Snapdragon Seeds Now 


One of the Sturdiest: 
Flowers and Best for}

ting, is the snapdragon? 

Regarded as annuals, and used 
in this sense in the garden, snap-

To this end Mr. Jackson points

So Jong as the price of 
manufactured goods is reasonably 
low compared with farm prices— 
so long, in other words as_ the 
farmer gets: enough for his pro- 
duce to buy manufactured goods 
—then the nation is prosperous. 
But as soon as farm prices are 
relatively low compared with man- 
ufactured prices—and the farmer 


is unable to buy manufactured 
goods—unemployment rises at 
once.

requisite to good flowers, but the 
initial growth is slow. 

In order to have 
flowering in July and August seed 
must be sown now in a greenhouse 
or indoors. The smal! seeds, if they 
are fresh, will germinate easily, so 
thick sowing should be avoided. 
The great difficulty with growing 
your own snapdragons is not ger- 
mination of the seed but loss of 
seedlings from the disease known 
as damping off. 

Recent investigations have prov- 
ed that the trouble can be avoided 
by using moss as a medium upon 
which to sow the seeds. The moss 
should be spread as a covering 
over the surface of the regular soil 
mixture. The best procedure is to 
mix together one-third soil, one- 
third sand and one-third leafmold 
or peatmoss, and sift the mixture 
through a quarter mesh screen. A 
little rough material should be put 
in the bottom for drainage. 


Planting the Seed 
After the seed pan has been fill- 


ed with soil mixture to within one 
and one-half inches of the top, it 
is covered with the dried moss 
which has been rubbed to a fine 
powder between the hands, It 
should them be well watered be- 
fore scattering the seeds. A thin 
film of the moss dust is then placed 
over the seeds, which are covered 
also with glass and newspaper until 
the seed germinates. 

The seedlings are shaded from 
direct sunlight for a week or so, 
but are then given all possible light 
to induce stocky growth. As soon as 
the second pair of leaves has de- 
veloped—they are the first true 
leaves, having the recognizable 
outline of snapdragon foliage—the 
seedlings should be pricked off or, 
in common parlance, transplanted. 


Flats or wooden boxes are pre- 
ferable for transplanting since they 
allow room to set the seedlings two 
inches apart. The soil mixture can

out side stems. 


Ready for Garden 


The seedlings can be kept in the 
flats until time for planting in the 
garden. But before they are actu- 
ally set out in the open they should 
be transferred for two weeks or 
more to a cold frame, so that they 
may become accustomed to outdoor 
conditions. 

The sash of the cold frame is lift- 
ed for a short period each day and 
the time of exposure is gradually 
increased until the plants are fully 
exposed. . 

Better results are possible if a 
week before being set out in the 
cold frame each plant is potted up 
into a three-inch pot, thus lessen- 
ing the check in growth when they 
are moved to the garden. 

In advance of planting, soil in 
the garden should be well prepar- 
ed to a depth of at least 12 inches, 
for snapdragons are heavy feeders, 
If two inches of old manure or com- 
post can be dug in, so much the 
better. Fertilizing should also in- 
clude two pounds of superphos- 
phate for every 100 square feet 
planted with snapdragons. 

After the first crop of bloom, 
plants should be cut back io with- 
in six inches of the ground and 
kept watered and cultivated to en- 
courage another good showing of 
flowers. 

Staking is best done with light 
canes and string, or, better still, by 
inserting twigging brush. 

Snapdragons enjoy plenty of 
moisture while they are growing. 
They should be watered frequently 
prior to bloom. Watering—or feed- 
ing—weekly with liquid manure is 
advisable when spikes of buds 
form,

Chickens have undoubtedly been 
}raised both for food and for egg 
production many centuries before | 
{recorded history. Because of the) 
abundance of wild fow! and game 
| the early American settlers only 
| slowly developed the poultry indus- | 
try. The raising of tender, plump 
chickens has now become a science | 
| and the quality and flavor of chicken | 
| meat has been vastly improved over 
| the first wild chickens used by man- 
kind. Special breeds have been de- 
veloped which produce the plump- 


est birds of the most delicate 
flavor. 
Many varieties are raised for 


their meat, while others are grown 


for their egg producing ability. 
Even the latter are finally killed 
for their meat when they are too 
old to lay enough eggs 

The largest egg crop is in the 


late Spring and early Summer. The 
|chickens which are hatched from 
| these eggs are called squab chick- 
ens when they weigh between 
three-fourths of a pound to one and 
| one-quarter pounds, These are usu- 
ally cooked by broiling, but the 
ones called broilers are generally 
a little older, weighing from one 
and one-half to two pounds. These 
lare all called Spring chickens when 
between two and four months old. 
The older and larger hens are sold 
for roasting after they reach above 
three pounds in weight. Young 
cockerels are often falsely sold 
under the name of Spring chickens, 

The capon is a ecasterated cock- 
erel which grows rapidly fat. In 
Europe the female chicken is like- 
wise spayed and grows fat, when 
it is called a poulard, 

The best tasting chickens are 
either fasted for twenty-four hours 
before killing or milk fed two or) 
three weeks. Some dealers make 
a specialty of buying chickens in 
the market and milk feeding them 
on a mixture of milk or buttermilk 
to improve their size and flavor 
before killing. 

After the chickens are killed and 
dressed, they are quickly chilled 
and kept cold so that they come to 
the consumer in a perfect condition. 
It is even possible to buy your 
chicken already cooked and can- 
ned in the new way which seals the 
flavor. 
Chicken is one of the finest forms 

protein and easily digested. 
The mild, delicate taste of a prop- 
erly roasted chicken is especially 
appealing to the majority of people. 
The flesh of chicken is about 20 per 
cent, protein, about equal to lean 
meat in this important element. 
Those who are trying to build up 
will find that protein in the form 
of chicken may be used frequently. 
If you intend to cook the chicken 
yourself, be sure to pick out a 
young plump bird with a well 
rounded breast. Reject those with 
long dull claws, hard, rough, or 
loose skins, lanky, lean legs or 
bruised spots on the skin. 

The lower tip of the breast bone 
should be quite flexible with a 
young bird. Fresh chickens should 
be allowed to remain on ice for 
about two days to make the tissue 
more tender. Cold storage fowls 
must be used as soon as possible 
after buying and should never be 
allowed to remain in a warm 
kitchen after being unwrapped.
